Dr. Major received his Ph.D. in 
History and East Asian Languages at 
Harvard.

While at Dartmouth, Dr. Major 
travelled extensively throughout Asia, 
including another year's residence in 
Japan, most of a year in Indonesia, and 
Six trips to the People's Republic of 
China. During 1981-82 he was a 
Visiting Fellow at Clare Hall, 
Cambridge University. : 

In December 1984, Dr. Major becam 
director of the China Council of the 
Asia Society, a national educational

Sino-American relations. In 1986, Dr. 
Major moved to his new assignment as 
director of New York Lecture Programs. 

Dr. Major's main field of academic 
research is the history of traditional 
Chinese science and cosntology. He has 
published numerous articles on a wide 
range of Asian topics, from the origins 
of Chinese science to contemporary 
Japanese textiles. He is the co-author 
or editor of three books: The Hall of 


Heavenly Records: Korean 


Astronomical Instruments and Clocks, 


1380-1780; Myth and Symbol in Chinese 


Tradition; and China Briefing 1985. He 
has lectured throughout the United 


States on recent trends in Chinese 
culture and society.

"After the 191] revolution,” 
continued Dr. Steele, "Chinese clothing 
was strongly influenced by Western 
Styles and became characterized by 
fashion in the modern sense, including 
rapid changes in style and a weakening 


of class symbolism. The woman's gipao 


and the man's "Sun Yat-sen suit” 
represented inspired compromises 
between traditional Chinese styles and 
modern Western dresses and suits." 


"From the 1950s until the death of 
Mao in 1976," added Dr. Steele, 
"Chinese dress constituted mainly of a 
drab proletarian ‘uniform.’ In recent 
years, however, fashion has made a 
dramatic comeback , in accordance with 
the current political line that to try to 
look beautiful is not imcompatible with 
citizenship in a socialist nation."

Dean Named For 
School Of Business

The appointment of Timothy S. 
Mescon, Ph.D. , as dean-elect of the 
Franklin P. Perdue School of Business 
at Salisbury State College in Salisbury, 
Maryland, was announced today by Dr. 
Thomas E. Bellavance, president of the 
College. Dr. Mescon currently serves as 
assistant dean for undergraduate 
studies at the University of Miami in 
Coral Gables, Florida, and is an 
associate professor of policy and 
entrepreneurship in the University's 
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School of Business Administration. He 
is scheduled to assume his duties at the 
perdue School of Business in May. 
Establishment of the Perdue School of 
Business was announced in February, 
1986 at which time Mr. Perdue, 
chairman of Perdue Farms Incorporated 
in Salisbury, made a gift of more than 
$2 million to the College. The new 
school will offer programs leading to 
undergraduate and graduate business 
degrees and will feature a curriculum

Since the announcement, extensive . 
interviews of candidates for the 
position of dean had been conducted. 
"In Dr. Mescon, we have found an 
individual with proven skills in 
teaching and administration at the 
college level, and with experience in 
line and staff management positions 
with industry," Dr. Bellavance said in 
introducing the new dean. "This 
combination fits perfectly with our 
goals for the new Perdue Business 
School, one of which is to develop a 
close relationship between business 
education and the application of 
business skills in the workplace." 

Frank Perdue said, "The first major 
goal of the School of Business at 
Salisbury State was to find the right 
dean. In Timothy Mescon we have found 
such an individual. I enthusiastically 
welcome him to our community. I am 
sure his background and dynamism will 
make a major contribution to the growth 
of our school in the years ahead." 

Dr. Mescon earned a Bachelor of Arts 
degree from Tulane University, an MBA 
from Southern Methodist University 
with concentration in organizational 
behavior and administration, and his 
Ph.D. in strategic management from the 
University of Georgia. He began 
teaching at the University of Miami 
School of Business in 1982 and during 
his time there has received the School's 
Alumni Award of Excellence in 
Teaching. Prior to this, he was an 
assistant professor in the College of 
Business at Arizona State Universtiy in 
Tempe. He also has been a guest 
lecturer at the University of Aston in 
Birmingham, England. 

Dr. Mescon is the author of more than 
70 articles and cases in academic and 
business journals, and is a contributing 
editor to Sky, the in-flight magazine of 
Delta Air Lines. His first full-length 
text, "Cases in Strategic Management 
An Industry Perspective,” will be 
published next year by Harper & Row. 
In addition to his prolific writing, he is 
a frequent speaker before industry and 
business groups on management-related 
topics. 

Dr. Mescon is also active in many 
government, business and civic 
organizations. He is the recipient of 
the 1984 National Award for Excellence 
from the United States Small Business 
Administration, sits on the Commercial 
Panel of Arbitrators of the American 
Business Council of America. He 
recently completed a term as chair of 
the 1600-member Entrepreneurship 
Division of the Academy of Management 
and currently is vice president of the 
United States Association for Small 
Business and Entrepreneurship.
